Too rtspecttully-wordtid and iiu- 
'meronsly^signed memorial preseniid 
to his Bxoellency the Governor yeBier- 
d»y, which prays that the Govrorn-. 
meat may bo ploaaed to direct ihe im- 
mediate opening of a trail to the Big 
Bond, Kootenay and Perrie Greek dig- 
gings via iSuglo Pass, is entitled to 
iavorable conaideralion. From tbo 
American aide we hear of crowds of 
miners from Montana and Oregon 
gathering on the frontier awaiting 
the return of Spring to crow; of mer- 
chants and packers with heavy etocka 
forming depots for their gooda at the 
inland towns of Oregon and Wuebing- 
ton Territory, preparing to transport 
Blocks across the frontier tit Uio 
first break-up of wintor to po.isor^H 
themselves of tbo rich traOic which 
moat naturally arise from the inllux ol 
a mining population of Buvoral thou- 
■ands to tho now diggings. To the 
oentreof these new mines— though more 
distant than ourselves— the Amerio uih 
have a good, wolUtravollod trail, for 
two or three years they have enjoyed 
the cream of this Kootenay buainoss, 
leaving only the skim-miik for our 
oolonists. True, a circumlocution- 
office sort of trail was opened by our 
Government, which wound around 
OsoyooB Lake and Fort Shepherd, 
and through American territory; bat 
that was before the practicability of 
the Bagle Pass, wvs demonstrated by 
the Hndson Bay Co. A' road opened 
through this pass would save many 
miles of travel and enable goods from 
British Columbia to reach tho heart 
of the diggings in advunca of goods 
from the other Bide, A few thousand 
dollars would open the now routo and 
the revenue derived from tlio incroastd 
trade with tbo distt iot would nearly it 
not quite reimburse Govornraont for 
the entire expenditure within a year. 
Divested of its formal phrases and 
circumlocatory sentences tho moniO' ial 
aaka iha QovRrnntont to tako advan- 
taj^e of the faoilitiea aturo has set 
iu its path and place British Colum- 
biana in a pos'tioD to compote within 
the limits of their own territory with 
tcreiga tradera and foreign goods. Tho 
4-reqaeBt sorely is a reason a bio one , 
and the advantaffes it promises to 
confer on the whole Colony are so 
great that we oannit fee bow 
any but a favorable answer oan be 
returned. It may be urged ii some 
quarters that 8100.090 in temporary 
loans made at 1 percent, per monih,ie- 
qaire to be met b; ibis yeai's revenue, 
but wha'' class of bondtionders are 
oiamorous lor their money ? Who has 
expressed a willingoeas to part witn 
bonds that bear so high a rate of in- 
terest as ours? If thern bo any so 
eilly, wo have not heard their names. 
British Columbia Government bonds 
are actually in demand to-day in this 
market at a lower rate of interest than 
that paid on tho temporary loans; v.itd 
•were tho (Jovornment to fund tb h 
debt, say for sovon years instead of 
paying it off, it would oxporioiico no 
difficulty in dieposing of its bonds im- 
mediately at 10 per cent. Thus por 
eent. per annum would be saved, and 
the possession of soffiotent funds enx 
Nured for the next seven years to in- 
tersect the Colony with roads and 
give employment to hundreds of labor- 
ers; There is not the slightest shad- 
ow of a reasonable ozoase why work 
upon the Eagle Pass trail should not 
bo oommcncod forthwith. Money is 
plentiful, tho rivers are open, and the 
weather is so mild that trailcutlors can 
work now with as much facility as in 
the summer season. 



The exact position of reciprocal reia- 
tlbuB beit^een the Uuitod States and 
'Canada, as seen by our neighbors, is set 
forth in the accompanying extracts from 
Hr Secretary McGalloch's report to Con- 
gress :— " Since the abrogation of the 
treaty of June 4, 18.54, between the 
United States and Oauada, no favorable 
opportanity for a reeonsiderj.tion of tho 
commcreial rolatioiis of tho two countries 
has been presented. Canada has yet to 
consolidate a polilioiil eonfedenitioii with 
the other English colonies and possessions 
. on this continent, and until tbo hostility 
. of jNova Scotia to that measure is ren 
motred, and tho concurrenco of North"* 
\iir^Bt British Arairioa is secured, the 
.aatb'oritioB of Ottawa are in no siiualion 
to make ao adequate propo>Uioa to the 
United States, in exchange for the great 
(li^PQessIon for an exceptional tariff, on 



our nonhorn frontier, In fa»or of leading 

Canadian staples. On the other hand, 
until tho United States shall have ful'y 
Miuturcd a system of duties, external as 
well as internal, the Seeretary would be 
indicposod to fiivor any special arrange- 
ment which would remove any material 
brhuuh of the revenue system from legis- 
liitivo contiol. Meanwhile, a Canadian 
puliL'y lor tho enlargement of tho Wellaiid 
and St Lawrence canals to dimensions 
adequate to pass vessels of one thousand 
tons burden from tho upper lakes to tho 
Atlantic, will doubtless bo regarded by 
tho Secretary as warranting an authori- 
tative comparison of views between tbo 
revenue system of the respectlvo counl;ric3 
make their markers mutually available, 
and for all commercial or social purposes 
render tho frontier as nearly aa imagin- 
ary line as possible. There certainly 
seems no just reason why all communi- 
ties on the American coutinent might 
not imitate the example of the ZoUveroin 
of the German States."

Ti^e progress of the English people is not 
witboai Its drawbacks. It is more than 

possible that in tbe process ol aoclimatizitioa 
trie (iriginal type ol the race may bo lost. Mr 
Diike remarks that American settlers ocqn re 
alter a length of time the feainios of li^d 
fiidiaiis;- that tho children ol Irsb parents, 
boin iu America, are phyaioaliy not Irish, 
but Americans ; and that already there la 
a cbaage of type tlso in South Australia, 
where the men somewhat resemble tbe Pit- 
Cairo lalandiTs, while the women are all 
alike, — small, pretiy, and bright, but wilti u 
burnt-op look. Ii would Boein that in Uali- 
fjrnia ulone, a comparatively tumporute oli- 
mi.ie, the Ei'glish retain the Oid- VVorld 
typo. 'At a San FrauciBoun ball you see 
lOnulieh faces, not Arnuriean, Even the lean 
Western men und liunRry Yalikees becomn 
plump and rosy in this toniplo ol tbo winds.' 

In tho Uuitod .Stales the ohaugo ol ohur- 
ucter ia perh pa more striking tbaa that of 
fealores, and the evil rfieots of betel life in 
the large oitus are noied by most travellers. 
To this cause may probably bo ullributad 
in some mensuro thu uvemion ol American 
wivo-- to becoriio mothers, na well as the for- 
wardness and indopendeiieo uf American 
children. 'Tbo only ono of tho common 
charges,' says Mr Diiko, 'brought against 
Am'niou in l'jngli>ih society and io Eog'ibh 
b'lOksund papers that is ihoroDgbly tlue, ia 
the Btatemi'iit that American cildren aa a 
rule are forivard, ilNmannerod, and iiumorul. 
An Amoricun can noaicely he found who 
does not admit and deplnro tho li.eta. With 
the self'.eKpo.-iing honeaty that is a ehuracter- 
i-iiic of their nation, American gantlemeo 
will talk by the hour of tba lerriblo pndli- 
gaiy of the young New Yorkers. Uu]B thy 
tiill juu, who m England would bo sale i 
liiwer Boh' ol at Hion or in well- inanagod 
bonscB, io Now York or Netv Orleaus are 
deep gamslers and Gjd-delyiog rowdioB.' 

Doubtless, tbe Dtglect of early disoipline 
ihvLi evinced ii owing also in large measure 
10 lbs pbysioal leebleuesa of women in tlie 



Statea. There oan be no jadicioua control in 
tlio family where there is a lack ol vital 
enHr^'y, and unruly children are gaeerally 
the olf-ipring of fragile, dytpoptio mothers. 
In this oouotry it is often aaid, and with triitb 
lhat nt our public schools und Universities 
we make a business of our sport, and that 
men are tempted to care raoro for the hon- 
or of being first rate cricketers or rowers than 
for aoadeniioal distinetiona. Phyaical devel- 
opment ia assuredly not the end of educa 
lion, but it ii an essential part ol it, and, on 
toe whole, we prefer the exoesa ol England 
to tho almost total ubaiinence ol America. 

In the establishment of a Colonial Uaiyor- 
sity, while utility is tho prime considerjtion, 
a place, at least in theae minor mallerB may 
surely bo allowed to aeniimeut. We know 
how Irequeiiily and curiously tho conserv- 
ative feeling is exhibited in the Uniied 
Statea, but io our own colonies it ia of course 
fur more strongly carked^ Take, as an in- 
stance, this laconic descriptioo of a New 
Zealand settlement : ' Christ Uhurch — Epis- 
copalian — dignified — the first sotilemeni in 
the province, and still tho capital, olf jcta to 
despise Hokitika, already moio weulihy end 
more populoua. Christohnrch imports Eng- 
lish rooka to caw in the olm trees ol her 
cathedral oloso ; Hokitika imports men, 
Ctiristohurcb bas not fallen away from her 
traditions ; every street is named from on 
English biahoprio, and tho eociety is that of 
an Eni'lish couutry lowu.' All importations 
from England, bad u« well as good, are 
keenly npprcciated by the colonists. In the 
digger localities Ihu hotels are iu reality gin 
palaces. At the tiuiler, where drinking and 
digginj; form the FOie occupations, tho rough, 
hartl-working community rduius a feeling for 
what ia beautiful, and above all, for wbut ia 
English. Id proof whereof .Mr Dilke reconis 
that in his voyage duwu the coatt from Nel- 
^oa tbe cabin was full of out Ibwera for 
bouquets, ol wbiob Ihe diggers are exiromely 
lond, 

Mr Dilke visited the Mormon aettlemont 
io America io company with Mr Hepworlli 
Dixon, ai.d his graphic account of Uiab may 
bo advantageou.sly cumparHd with lhat of his 
companion. Uis first experience of lile in 
tbis strange settlement was sigoiBoanl eoougb ; 
' After ao agreeable chut with tho ladiea, I 
woot to my room, which I alterwarda found 
10 be that ol the eldest eon, a youth ol sixieeri 
yeara. In one corni r atood two Ballard rilles 
and two rovcdver.n, and a .Miliiia unilurm 
hung from pegs upon tho wall, When I lay 
down with my bands underneath tbe pillow 
—an attitude instinctively adopted to escape 
the sand-flies — I touched someibiog cold. 
I (elt it — a fall- ised Oolt, and capped.' 
Strange as tbis may sound to us. it ia nut 
8lran«o io o land where ladiea occasionally 
imitate their lords iu tho ufoof deaillv wenp- 
0.18, Mr Dike constdcra lhat Bri(;httm 
Young is undoubtadly sinnere, but that his 
reveloiiooB are raiber Iho^e of a politioal 
philosopher than of a prophet. That he pos 
scssea sagacity and practical nisilorn ia evi- 
dent Iroin hia government ol the Mormons, and 
iha secret of his succesa may be gatlierod 
from hie remark Ihul 'the higheat in.spiration 
is good sense — the knowiuK what to do and 
how it do it' Amua ing chipier is devoted 
to Western editors, one ol wtiom inquired ol 
the Edgliih traveller, 'how might you have 
lelt liioraiooral purnoots ? How are Tenny- 
son and Thomas S Carlylo ? (iuess tlicin 
ther kon iliuK ''"-'y ken,' Few Amori- 
can editors, it feeina, are native born, but 
ihia waa a genuino No™ Knulnndor. Mr 
Dilke observes that tfioir hardships aro great 
and tbeir payment shall and slotv. It con- 
sists often of little but tbo baiisfaction which 
it ia to the editor's vanity to bo 'liquored' by 
ibe beat man of ihe place, treated to an ac- 
caaional chat wiih the governor of the terri. 
tor", to a chair in f^e overland mail office 
wbeneuer he conies near tbe bar, and to a 
piatol-shot ooia or twice in a month.' 

His description of Mao Erancipoo, — ^a de- 
linhiful place lor all living creatures except, 
doge., which are muzzled iQroughoat the year, 
— is the best that wo have met with. Culi- 
loriii i IS the most Kii^iish o( the Siates, and 
ol the reli>!ioua oniniiiuuiiies thii Epi-copal- 
iaoaiire the niutd liauriabini;. In ^an Krau- 
01800, the Euglisli, British and Amurican, 
'have dlHtanced the Irish, beaten down 
tho Chineso by force, and are desiiiis 
od to physically prepoodorate io tbe 
croas breed, and eivo the looe. p-lilioal 
and moral, lo the Pacific shore.' Yet the 
(JhinesB nu mber oiie-tPRth of ine papulation, 
anil Ibese, as in Australia, creaie a problem 
which the wliitj settlers find it ditheult to 
eolva. Tbe Chinese are dirty and m many 
svuys unpleasant toother iraniigr.mtd, who 
never lull by word or bloiv lo remind ihcin ol 
iheir inferiority. Neverihileas, though de- 
nied civil rights in (Jalifornia, and roughly 
ill-used in Victoria, ■ hey con inno lo increafc. 
It is seldom that a colouist has a word to 
soy ic tbeir favor, yei, noubtlcss, thu ill 
obaruoter they bear is exavgeraied by pre- 
judiC'). At Oeelong, Mr Duke was inlormed 
ol ofTieial authority that there is less crime 
among tho Uliinoao than am iiig any equal 
number of English in the colony.

Thii exp-osses ,th8 tiews of 
the 2)CDple,' The honorable gentlemen thus 
severely rebuked, bad soaroely a word to 
Bay in their own defeooe, and an amendment 
to the bill passed. In a inbseqaeat part of 
the same debate, an amendment being of- 
fered louobiog the quantity of land to be aU 
lowed oompaoleB mining for silver and tho 
baser meials other than coal, be was referred 
to the petition which ho bad just endorsed, 
when ho glibly replied that that document 
was no an'horily, as he bad poBitive proof 
that Borae of the persona signing— for exam- 
ple Mr Barnntd and Mr Nelson— had aflixed 
their namcB to Iho petition io perfect igno- 
rance of tts nature I' Tbo laugh which suc" 
ceeded this jump>jimoorow remark brought 
tbo gentleman to his seat if not to bii senses' 
and be remained comparatively silent for tbe 
remainder ol tbe alternoon. Tbe honorable 
gentleman sboold employ a prompter, or a 
gaardian. His toogoe wags, like a dog's 
tail, inoessanlly. 

A Man Soot and Killed bt bis ow^n 
Son.— A terrible shooting aQair ooenrred in 
Cbebalem Valley, Yamhill county, Oregon, 
reoently, which resulted in the death of Mr 
Matthew Hall, by tbe bands of his own son, 
Presley Hall. We copy the particulars as 
fa* as learned from tbe Portland Commercial ; 
« The father and eon. it seems, had had very 
high words early in tha morning, when the 
old gentleman ordered the son to leai'e the 
room, which he shortly did, and was soon 
followed by iho father. A few minutes after 
a gun shot was heard, anJ soon after another. 
The wife of Mr Hall then rushed into the 
Bleeping deptrtmeDt of a hired man, who 
had not yet riseo, and ezelaimed that James, 
the son, bad shot and killed bii father. The 
man sprang from bia bed, jdrked on bis 
trousers, and bad just reached tbe front door 
when be met Matthew Hall, who oame 8tag< 
gering in, and expired in his arms. At last 
accounts, the son was io the hands of the 
oCBcers, and had been committed to jail to 
await bis trial. 'Ibis ia a terrible shock to 
the commuuity. Mr H was one of tbe old- 
est roiidenia of the county, having lived 
there since 184G, and was universally 
esteemed and respected as an estimable 
citizen.' 

Road to Kootbnat. — A deputation, con- 
fating of Messrs Tolmie, Nathan, Findley, 
Gillon and Slutilaobimidl, waited upon tbe 
GAveraor yesterday with a memorial setting 
forth the advisability of immediately opening 
a road through Ea;^le Pass to Kooienay and 
Perrie Creek. Parlies now in town slate 
positively that were tbo trail opsned they

Fancy a puck train 
being able to make but .one trip to and from 
the diggiogs io a twelvemonth. Part of the 
road now used winds ihroDfh American ter- 
ritory, and the British packer is forced to 
pay a Cualombonsa officer who 'accompao' 
ies tha goods whilajin traniitu $10 per day 
•nd bis expenses, which, oonaideriog the 
amount of whiskey consumed on tho frontier, 
must be quite heavy. It is hoped tho Gov- 
ernment will take a fovorable view ol tbe pe- 
tition.

Female Immigraliou. 



Editor Brithii Colonist :— Sir, — Your 
lender of this morning oq the subjecl of Im- 
migration ia Q decided step in iho right 
direction. 

Since tho palmy days of the '' Poget 
Sound Company" little or nntliiog baa been 
done for this unforluDate colony io the way 
of immigration. True it ia we have an" 
oually suck sums of money in a mail sub- 
sidy, hoping that tbe bare existence of 
steamers in our barbor would popolale the 
couotry, bat, in conaeqneoce of the absence 
of oollaleral arraogemeats to stimnlato actual 
settlement, tbe&e subsidized ' rattle-traps ' 
hiVe simply afforded facilities for emigration; 
so that in place of o steadily inoreasiug 
settled popululion we have up to this time 
only succeeded iu atlrocting a gold-seeking 
clasa, and now we fiod ourselves io this 
positioD, ib<t after speoding several millions 
of dollars through taxation on the one baod 
and bad debts on tha other, with a viiw of 
promoting what has been called the ' devel- 
opment of our resources,' nil Iho progress 
wo can point to is tho ifimporfiry location of 
a handful of men i.l tho terminus of a lorg 
and expao'fiva ro:\d in ibo inienor of tho 
ragged ncuiulanii, who are en;;agod in a do- 
Bcription of induary Iho profit o( which, in 
tha agKraijato, docs not pay for the food aod 
clothing of ihoBa ongigod io it aod Ihe result 
of whoso laburs leuvea Iho country nuim- 
proved and intrinsically leas valii ible. 

It is estimated that this year wo are lo 
pay about $50 per bead towards the rauin- 
teoanee of this policy— o iinoly, the encour- 
agement ol branch of industry which has 
already impovoriHhed the Gjvoromeni, not 
to speuk ol the mercbuots. Several hnn- 
dreda ol thougands ol dollars ore lo bo ex- j 
pended praolically without nny re;urn, to 
hat fnlure generations may look upon pyra- 
mids of well-arranged boulders, and learn 
from our works about as much as does the 
modern travollor when he boliolda the pyru-- 
mlds ol Ei,'ypt. 

As lar as the healthy progroRs ol thero in- 
Iry is coneerneJ, un agricultural latjorer or 
mechanic is poliiically equal to sovoral gold 
miners, bocause not only ia his labor more 
oootinnous and effectual in enriching Ibe 
country, but his every efTort is an additional 
guarantee that he has aJoplod the colony as 
hia placo of abode. Two-thirda of Iho miner's 
life, being spent in ' prospeoiing,' is a dead 
letter to the country. During the periods 
which must nocoaaarily elapse between the 
' strikes,' tbe miner bus to bo clothed aod 
fed and governed, all tf wbiob is relatively 
at the expense of the otber Indostriea in tbo 
country. When the agriculturist lays down 
hia spade tho work iu generally rcaumed by 
Buperior intcjliganco aud'capiiul, and bia 
successor reaps tho advantage of the previous 
labor oxpeoded ; bat whuo tbo miner drops 
bia apade It is without any reproduolive ad* 
tantag* to tbQ oonotiy. 



It hoa been urged that tho cgtiouitoral 
interests of tbe Uolony are aolBoiently fes- 
tered by tho proviaiona of our protective 
tariff. But will anyone undertake to say 
that bread, or bultor, or cbeesu, or boel has 
fallen in price since the inlrdduction of tbe 
tariff? And why pot'! Bdcautx' nny omounl 
ol protection will not havo tho cdoet ol at- 
tracting agriculturists fiom England or 
Canada, and without on aoceaaion to our 
agricultural popniatiou, no malerlnl incroH!>o 
iu the productions of tho soil can bo expuot- 
ed. It might bu supposed that ibo B.tient 
of tho protection which our farmurs oiijoy 
under lbs tnriff would eoBura to lliiiin a 
monopoly in tho supply of the stapla produc- 
tions of tha sell, but what do we find is the 
case? Why, that although tbe tariff' has 
been In oparntion for two years, we still im- 
port ttUBually upwards ol $60,000 of articles 
of food, which could, with cllicient labor, be 
produced on tho Island. 

Many persona think that, after incurring 
the expense of bringing emigrants loour 
shores, they would be apt to migrato to 
neigbbonriog territorins. But my own im- 
pression is, from all I have observr^d during 
fifteen years of colonial lile, that there is no 
country under tbo sun where emigrants from 
tircat Biitaio would bo more likely to remain 
tban this, duft regard cf course being paid 
to tbo inlrouQclion of the proper claps, Dnmc- 
\y, families. There must he a stronger in- 
flaence iban Iho dollar to induce settlement, 
and the history of North American Coloniza- 
tion proves tbnt tbe stroogost of all moral 
restraint, in this reaped) is tho influence of 
social lies. 

Bring out dotiieslic corvunla or in Inot any 
clhor unita ol a population, and Iho reeull will 
generally bo unsutiafaclory in the absence of 
a ooatroliiog ioflQcnce ovt-r tbo moral con- 
duct of individuals. 

Tho expnndiluro for brintjing out 100 per- 
sons fioni lingland every year would only cost 
the taxpayer:) ^"'JOO per annum or $'J lor each 
emigrant, priividcd Ihe Government cuuUl 
borrow ihe uioney ot six per cunt, and con- 
sidering that, uccording to our piusunt rata 
of taxation tbo Government would gain 
by the operatioo, it appears almost paraduxi- 
col that tho ExecolivQ should not be the 
first to move in luo matter. 

Governor Kennedy, I om informed, had Iho 
wbola arrangement cut and dried with the 
Emigration Comniissiouers ol tireat Britain 
before he came amongat us; but bis timenus 
efforts were thwarted by the depressed con- 
dition of the Colony aod Iho oooeeqicni 
want of fundd. 

Nuiy that tho credit of tho Colony ia bo- 
gioning to improve I would urge upon our 
legislators, if they have lulhciice, to exert ii 
in Ibis behalf.
